est reason for the adoption of the agreement. 
he argued, is the fact that it is going to unite 
two countries with kindred people and lying

mercial and social junion to the great advan- 
tage of both. :

First of Many Speeches. 

Mr. Taft's address. the first of his present 
trip into the middie west. was delivered at the 
national corn exposition in the auditorium 
at the state fair grounds. The auditorium, 
which has a seating capacity of more than 
4.000, was crowdétd to overfiowing, and the 
crush about the doors was so great that a 
score of policemen could not handle it.

Basis of Indictments, 

The indictments against City Attorney 
Jones and Pete Sanichas are based on 
testimony given by them before the grand 
jury two weeks ago. Jones, who wae a 
prominent Republican worker in the several 
elections within the last eighteen months, 
was 8 by R. M. Frankeberger with 
having confessed to buying votes. 

The true bill against Sanichas is based on 
his denial of having paid out money at the 
Navember election. Witnesses before the 
jury have testified that Sanichas carried 
$600 to Westville, a mining town, and dis- 
tributed it. 

Coincidence Jars Vote Merchants. 

When it was learned last week that perjury 
indictments were being prepared by State’s 
Attorney Lewman there was not much panic 
and the futility of perjury indictments was 
proclaimed. But the indictment of Jones and 
Sanichas here and the conviction of Keeley in 
Chicago, happening simultaneously, rudely 
jarred many a vote merchant down here, 

Hardy H. Whitlock, the leader of the dry 
forces and Cannon lieutenant, who served ag 
sberiff, county treasurer, ran for sheriff 
again, and when defeated departed leaving an 
alleged shortage of $37,000 in his accounts, 
was indicted on over 200 counts.

There is not a single letter in this book, 
either from Emerson or Furness, that the world 
could willingly let die. These two great men 
wrote to each other not only about their own 
selves, their own thoughts, but they wrote about 
other great men, and men not so great. In the 
first letter Dmerson writes: | 

Who can help loving Lamb, of whom you 
speak so warmly, and who that loves felicity 
of speech but must account him the master 
of it in this age? And yet I do not read him 
again. Hedge calls me too utilitarian, I crave 
bread ‘and beauty of all my books, and Lamb, 
who is the Benvenuto Cellini of writers, adds 
nothing to my stock with all his énchasing 
Yet I certainly read that letter in Moxon’s 
Recollections of Coleridge about pig with un- 
mixed glee.” 

‘In this same letter Emerson, who in his 
journals accuses himself of cold heartedness, 
tells how he is plotting to get Carlyle’s books 
published in this country, so that he can make 
some money for his friend across sea. He is 
busy getting estimates from puv.shers and 
printers, and he tells Furness, Tou must bid 
all good men and libraries buy the -book,.as 
Teufelsdréckh is to have every dollar we can 
make.“ Out of his own pocket Emerson offers 
to pay for the distribution of the books. In 
another letter he writes to Furness: 

It vou do not come here how shall I show 
you Carlyle’s letters? If I. knew any trustiest 
hand of man going straight to your door I 
think I should send you a bundle to read. How 
do you like John Sterling's poem, The Ser- 
ton's Daughter,’ in Blackwood for July? wo 
you read Tennyson? A beautiful half of a 
poet. There is a young man at Cambridge, a 
tutor, Jones Very, who has written a nooie 
paper (MS.) on Shakspeare, which I have just 
been reading. Yet I am distressed to hear 
that he is feared to be insane. iis critique 
certainly. is not.” ‘ 

Getting certain of Carlye’s books published 
over here was no easy matter, especially as 
international copyright was unheard of in 
those days, but the demand was not great and 
they succeeded in getting some copies pub- 
lished by a Philadelphia publisher, so that 
Furness, who was probably more of a business 
man than Emerson, could look after details. 
Furness took up the matter cheerfully and 
wrote to Emerson: 

Let me serve you or Carlyle if I may. It 
is always pleasant—but take heed how you 
write business letters to me, as I must always 
give you a little gossip in return.. I have had 
unusual delight in Cromwell—had not meant 
to read it 2 but Providence put it in my 
hands and I read it at a heat. I have & dim 
idea’ of the labor, but he, Carlyle; has washed 
the materials so clean that they look as good 
as new.” 

The firat money sent to Carlyle was £60, 
which, though not much, all things considered, 
was better than nothing, and to? in London 
in those days would go much further than 4“ 
in London today.

It would be an easy and pleasant matter to 
go on quoting from this book, as every letter 
from either Emerson or Furness has some- 
thing in it that I would like to quote, some 
thought, some expression, some little word of 
criticism, but above all, the book is best as a 
record of friendship, friendship in the finest 
meaning of the word.

“HOWARD'S END” is the unattractive title 
of ‘a novel by E. M. Forster that has made an 
unusual sensation in England and will be pub- 
lished: here immediately by Messrs. Putnam. 
The author has written other books, one “A 
Room with a View,” which was well received. 
but none has made the sensation of this latest 
novel. There seems to be some doubt as to who 
K. M. Forster is; there are no personal detalls 
published concerning him; the publishers have 
been applied to, but apparently they know noth- 
ing mofe than that the name is E. M. Forster 
and that the books are succéssful. In some 
quarters it has been hinted that E. M. Forster 
is .the name of a woman, as C. E. Raymond, 
whose Open Question made a sensation some 
years ago, was a woman. There are some things 
about the story that make one think that it was 
written by a woman and there are other things 
which seem to point to the work of a man; but 
whoever wrote it, man or woman, has made a 
book that is not only a success but that is 
worthy of its success. Not only will the aver- 
age novel reader enjoy it but the critic will find 
in it something to bite into. 

“Howards End is the name of a house, old 
and little and altogether delight ful—red brick.” 
In this. house lived two sisters, Margaret and 
Helen Schlegel, and a brother. They are the 
children of a German father and inherit a lot of 
his sentimentality and idealism.

Not even was 
such a simple and inexpensive thing as courtesy 
digpensed to the public. 

But Mr. M¢cAdod, does not merely assert.

and be honest. For instance, if à train is delayed, 
why not give the passengers information about it: 
if am accident has happened, why not promptly 
and truthfully tell the newspapers about it; f the 
road is blocked, why not promptly teli the public 
and cease selling-tickets, and why not etate the 


probable time of suspeneion of service? I could 


multiply instances, but it ie not worth while. The 
whole matter bolle down to a fundamental recog- 
nition of the fact that the public has feelings as 
well as rights, and that these niust be respected. 

This sort of nonsense is really no better 
than the golden rule, and something serious 
is going to happen in this country if such 
radicalism gets a foothold in corporation 
policy. 

But doubtless we are exaggerating the 
danger. Plainly Mr. McAdoo is an eccen- 
tric. Perhaps he is one of those queer fel- 
lows who take copy book mottoes seriously. 
Ten to one he is an admirer of Abraham 
Lincoln. At any rate, the following quota- 
tion from bis speech gives ground for that 
suspicion.

Perhaps the most significant thing respect- 
ing the conviction of the former detective 
Keeley was the recommendation of mercy.

| PASSENGERS TO BLAME, HE SAYS. 
Evanston, Feb. 7.—[To the Friend of the 
People. In the fall of 1909, and again last 
fall, I tried the L for one month, on the 
first occasion finding the service abominable 
and on the latter intolerable, chiefly on ac- 
count of the selfishness of the patrons. in 
the first instance north bound Evanston 
trains stopped at Fullerton, Belmont, and 
Wilson, and were so crowded with city and 
Ravenswood people that an Evanston pas- 
senger could scarcely get a seat until he 
reached Rogers Park. I saw Ravenswood 
people force their way into Evanston trains 
that were so crowded I would not attempt to 
board them, so I quit in disgust. When I 
again tried the L. last fall, I found the 
service greatly in proved, owing to the 
elimination of the stops above mentioned, 
and usually got a seat either at Sheridan 
Argyle, or Edgewater, but nevertheless was 
convinced too many Wilson avenue peopie 
boarded Evanston trains, to the detriment 
of Evanston service. Apparently the peo- 
ple between Wilson avenne and the city 
limits overlook the fact that the L never 
would have been extended had it not been 
that Evanston has thousands of commuters 
and that Evanston citizens are not going to 
pay a 10 cent fare for the privilege of hold- 
ing a strap for thirty to forty-five minutes 
whilst nickel fares are seated. In my judg- 
ment the L does not now, nor never will, 
have the Evanston business to which it is 
fairly entitled until it provides an adequate 
Evanston service, and that can only be done 
by cutting out all stops between the loop and 
the city limits. Thus Dvanston people will 
be kept off other trains and given more room 
on their own. Relief might be afforded if 
shoppers could be got rid of during the rush 
hours. But we should all realize that the 
management must consider each and every 
station, and I believe if the public would be 
less selfish and intelligently codperate with 
the railway officials and employés, the serv- 
ice would be vastly improved to the relief 
of all concerned.

Members of the National Independent Tele- 
phone association at their annual convention, 
which ended at the La Salle hotel yesterday 
afternoom, rejected the proposition of repre- 
sentatives of J. Pierpont Morgan for a 
merger with the Bell Telephone interests.

For Regulation of Service, 

Regarding the government regulation the 
resolution said:

Resolved, That we demand of congress 
that this law be so amended as to vest the 
interstate commerce commission with the 
same powers relative to interstate business

SHOW PROGRESS 


Business Outlook Brightens 
Under Rising Demands in 


Leading Industries. 
FACTORIES KEEP BUSY. 


Outputs Have Been Heavy in 
Metal, Brass, Wood, and 
Leather Working. 


Dun's Review, published today by R. d. 
Dun & Co. will say: 

Despite severe weather handicaps, trade 
reports reflect steady progress toward bet- 
terment. Trading defaults again are closer 
to normal in number and liabilities, and less 
comparative loss is seen in the volume of 
payments through the banks. 

Transportation and construction suffered 


temporarily from blizzards and snow storms“ 


throughout the west, but manufacturing and 
distribution maintained fair activity, and the 
business outlook brightened under rising de- 
mands in the leading industries and the grat- 
ifying position of winter wheat and rye. 

“Crop marketings exhibit large declines 
in corn and oats, due mainly to bad country 
roads and railroad blockades. 

Movements of flour also contracted, and 
the markets for breadstuffs lacked season- 
able buying, but receipts were heavy in live 
meats, dairy products, hides and wool, and 
crude supplies for factory conversion show 
ample replenishment. 


Commodities Are Well Taken. 


Absorption of leading commodities, as a whole, 
indicates satisfactory consumption, together with 
prices more favorable to buyers, particularly in 
cereals and provisions, available stocks of which 
expand. 

Factory outputs have been heavy in metal, 
brass, wood, and leather working, and there was 
further reduction of idle capacity at furnaces, 
rolling milis, forges, and foundries. 

“ A stimulating development is furnished by im- 


portant contracts for rails, involving large ton- 


nages and early deliveries by local producers. 
“The demand for pig tron shows wider interest, 
many buyers specifying substantial quantities, al- 
though divergent views as to prices delay some 
commitments. The outlook,. however, is distinctly 
strengthening and augurs increasing outputs soon. 


Steel Bookings Are Better.

Steel Report Big Factor. 


The only development of the day of direct in- 
terest to the markets was the publication of the 
United States Steel corporation’s report on un- 
filled tonnage at the end of January. Orders are 
placed at 3,110,919 tons. an increase of 496,000 
tons over unfilled orders on the books at the close 
of December. This is the best showing made since 
Sept. 30 last, and is the first actual increase in 
unfilled tonnage to be reported by the corporation 
in a year or more. There seems to have been some 
little question in Wall street regarding the pos- 
sible weight in the showine of smaller shipments 
in January. There is nothing to show, however, 
that shipments are actually smaller. 

One other matter which attracted some atten- 
tion was a news dispatch from Columbia, 8. C.

The manufacturers report 
records in the matter of sales, which aresaid 
to be lar in excess of those at the New York 
show. 

Stabi“ y is the factor which hae been évwelt 
upon b> he demonstrators. Engineers who 
designed the big trucks evidently have not 
been blind to the importance of strength, 
and a trip among the exhibits shows the 
tendency is to overbuild rather then under- 
build. 


Urges Stability in Cars. 

“The idea is the right one,“ declared one 
et the makers. A number of years ago John 
Feta, the noted engineer of Bethiehem, Pa., 
gave me some advice which I have adhered 
to ever since. His advice wasthis: If you 
make a thing too strong, nobody will know 
it, but it you make it too weak, they will 
find it out mighty quick 2 

‘The majority of those who visit the exhibi- 
tion congregate around the machines that 
ghow the motors in operation. Everything fs 
opened up before the observer's eyes. 

According to Walter White, vice presid 
and general manager of the White company, 
Americans have not become aroused to the 


— — 


it almost impossible to keep certain of the 
busiest streets in condition. Thie difficulty 
would be eliminated if motor trucks were 
used generally. Motor trucks, equipped with 
broad tires of cushioned rubber, do not injure 
pavements that are properly laid. 


Points to Saving Pavements. 
There ie no wear and tear on a pavement 
over which is propelled a motor truck carry- 
ing from three to five tons, while the same 
weight carried on a horse drawn ordinary 
vehicle injures the paving. 
“ Again, one of the greatest sources of the 


streets. The street cleaning of the shopping 
district of a city also is one of the heaviest 
burdens the street department has to bear. 
Both items would in a large degree be elim- 
inated by the general use of motor trucks 
and delivery wagone.”’
